Bis Taxpayer* In New York City. 


The Astors are not the largest tax- 


payers in the city, as is often asserted. 
This year they will pay taxes on $21,- 
000,000, while the Vanderbilts will pay 
on $30,400,000. The Vanderbilt assess- 
ment is largely increased by the New 
York Central and Hudson River railroad 
property inside the city limits, and 
therefore open to the gaze of the argua 
eyed tax man. The next heavy taxpay- 
ers are: The Consolidated Gas com- 
pany, $32,000,000; Mr. Gould's Manhat- 
tan Elevated railroad, $20,000,000; the 
R. and O. Goelet estate, $6,670,000; Lor- 
illard family, $6,550,000; Equitable Life 
Insurance company, $6,300,000, and so 
on up to 120 separate -individuals, es- 
tates and firms that own one-eighth of 
the entire city of New York, the ele- 
vated railroads above New York and 
the subways beneath New York.

this topic by any means, but it is one 
that we cannot ignore. And in all like- 
lihood it ia one that some' day in the not 
very dim and distant future may re- 
quire serious consideration. The simple 
everyday desire and attempt of one man 
to get possession of and distribute the 
wealth which some other fellow has 
does nob seem to meet the requirements 
of the case.—John A. Cockerill in New 
York Recorder.
